There  is  nothing  spectacular  about  the  development  of  a  university.  It  is  a  matter  of  building 
block  by  block  ....  a  new  teacher  in  this  or  that  department  ....  the  completion  of  another 
dozen  apartments  for  student  veterans  ....  the  addition  of  a  new  student  organization  or  ac- 
tivity, such  as  the  Spring  Carnival  ....  recognition  by  still  another  national  accrediting  ag- 
ency ....  a  basketball  or  tennis  championship.  ...  a  hundred  and  one  things,  none  of  which 
bulks  large  in  itself  but  all  of  which  are  symptoms  of  Southern's  growth  into  a  major  in- 
stitution. 

Under  President  Lay's  guidance  and  because  of  his  unrelenting  devotion  to  the  task  of  mak- 
ing Southern  into  a  great  university,  we  have  moved  far  along  the  path  charted  in  his  Inaugural 
Address  of  May  11,  1945:  "Deep  rooted  in  our  American  way  of  life  is  an  abiding  faith  that 
if  we  give  our  children  'a  good  education,'  all  other  good  things  will  be  added  to  them." 
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ADMINISTRATION 


With  the  reorganization  of  Southern  into  a  three -college  university,  three 
men  were  appointed  as  deans  of  the  colleges :  Dr.  Eugene  R.  Fair,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Education ;  Dr.  Talbert  W.  Abbott,  dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
and  Sciences;  and  Dr.  H.  J.  Rehn,  dean  of  the  College  of  Vocations  and  Pro- 
fessions. Also,  because  of  the  expansion,  it  was  necessary  to  appoint  two  full 
time  student-life  deans:  Helen  A.  Shuman,  dean  of  women,  and  Dr.  Marshall  S. 
Hiskey,  dean  of  men. 

Dean  Helen  A.  Shuman,  who  taught  at  Lexington,  Pekin.  and  Kankakee, 
all  of  Illinois,  and  was  YWCA  general  secretary  at  Illinois  State  Normal  Uni- 
versity for  two  years,  was  at  High  Point  College,  North  Carolina,  when  called 
here  in  the  spring  of  1945  to  be  administrative  assistant  to  the  president.  Miss 
Shuman  became  dean  of  women  in  December  of  1945. 

Dr.  Marshall  S.  Hiskey,  dean  of  men,  came  to  Southern  in  the  fall  of  1946. 
He  completed  his  work  for  the  Ph.D.  at  the  University  of  Nebraska.  Previously, 
he  taught  at  the  University  of  Nebraska  and  had  been  dean  of  men  at  Penn- 
sylvania State  Teachers  College.  Dean  Hiskey  served  two  years  as  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy. 

Dr.  Talbert  W.  Abbott  came  to  Southern  in  1928.  He  received  his  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Illinois.  Before  becoming  dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  summer  of  1945,  he  was  a  professor  of  organic  chem- 
istry, director  of  Extension  Service,  and  director  of  the  Placements  Service. 

Dr.  Eugene  R.  Fair,  professor  and  dean  of  the  College  of  Education,  came 
to  Southern  in  the  summer  of  1945  from  Mankato  State  Teachers  College,  Man- 
ato,  Minnesota.  Dean  Fair  received  his  Ph.D.  from  the  State  University  of  Iowa 
and  has  done  post-doctoral  work  at  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

Dr.  H.  J.  Rehn,  dean  of  the  College  of  Vocations  and  Professions,  taught 
at  the  Universities  of  Oregon,  Texas,  and  Chicago,  at  the  State  College  of  Wash- 
ington, Chiao-Tung  university  in  China,  and  at  Temple  university.  He  received 
his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Washington  in  1930.

Southern  mourns  the  loss  of  one  of  the  most  popular  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty— Dr.  Thelma  Kellogg  of  the  department  of  English.  Miss  Kellogg  died  on 
December  8,  1946. 

Dr.  Kellogg  came  to  S.I.N.U.  in  1929,  with  a  Ph.D.  from  Radcliff  College. 
In  addition  to  teaching,  she  interested  herself  in  campus  life,  sponsoring  such 
undertakings  as  the  Obelisk,  the  Y.W.C.A.,  and  classes  in  poetry  study  off  the 
campus.  Her  exuberant  spirit,  her  fine  sense  of  humor,  and  her  enthusiasm  for 
high  standards  made  her  an  inspiration  to  her  students  and  her  colleagues. 

Although  Dr.  Kellogg's  home  was  in  Maine,  she  had  formed  a  strong  af- 
fection for  Southern,  for  at  her  death  she  bequeathed  to  the  school  the  library 
she  had  accumulated  in  Carbondale,  and  a  substantial  endowment  fund,  the  in- 
come from  which  is  to  be  used  to  help  needy  and  deserving  English  majors.

In  two  years  of  football,  Gene's  breakaway  running  earned  him 
a  berth  on  the  All-Conference  team  twice,  once  at  halfback,  once 
at  quarterback.  On  the  hardwood  court,  Gene  played  only  his  fresh- 
man year,  1945-1946,  but  was  acclaimed  All-Conference,  and  All- 
America,  receiving  the  Chuck  Taylor  medal  as  the  most  valuable 
player  in  the  1946  National  Intercollegiate  Basketball  tournament.

By  the  end  of  the  sea  • 
son,  Southern  had  a  powerful  football  team,  although  it  was  not  a  championship 
outfit.  : ,'. '  \ 

In  their  eight  games,  the  Maroons  split  even,  winning  four  and  losing  four. 
Victories  were  over  Eastern,  Western,  Normal,  and  Kirksville,  while  losses 
were  suffered  at  the  hands  of  Northern,  Evansville,  Arkansas  State,  and  Cape 
Girardeau. 

The  Maroons  finished  second  in  the  I.  I.  A.  Conference.  For  the  third  straight 
year,  Northern  defeated  the  Maroons  in  the  final  game  to  take  the  conference 
championship.
